THREE HUNDRED AND FIFTY-SIXTH ANNUAL RECORD 


Sunday 20 June 1993 


Fathers’ Day found us traveling some 90 miles to the Monastery of Batalha, the 
site the Portuguese Tomb of the Unknown Soldiers. We were told that this was the 
site where visitors of prominence would pay homage to the Portuguese Military. 
After visiting the church and adjacent memorial it was decided that with the 
approval of the appropriate authorities, this would be the location of the principle 
military ceremony in Portugal. We left Batalha for a short ride to the world 
renowned Marian Shrine at Fatima. We attended Mass with a shoulder to shoulder 
overflow congregation in the Shrine Basilica. Arrangements were made to have 
the Church Service for the FFDTD in the Chapel of the Apparition. Luncheon 
followed at the Hotel Verbo Divino with the thought of utilizing this facility for 
lunch for the FFDTD. Departing Fatima at 1515 hrs we had a brief tour of the 
City of Lisbon and reached the hotel at 1730 hrs. In the evening we went to the 
largest Casino in Europe in Estoril where we dined and watched a Las Vegas type 
revue. Singers and dancers performed with brilliant color effects and sound in a 
take-off on Picasso. 


Monday 21 June 1993 


The day started early with breakfast at 0600 hrs for an 0900 hrs appointment at 
the U.S. Embassy with the Military Attache COL McCary. COL McCary assured 
us of his full cooperation and accompanied the Captain and the Adjutant to the 
Portuguese version of the Pentagon. They met for 90 minutes with GEN 
Headovand of the Portuguese Armed Forces and members of his staff explaining 
the purpose of our visit and seeking their cooperation in the planning and 
execution of the various ceremonies and events. The General assured us of their 
full cooperation. Later at the hotel, all participants of the trip met to recapitulate 
the activities so far and critique the envisioned program of events. At 2000 hrs 
we traveled to the Fado Restaurant in downtown Lisbon for dinner. Entertainment 
was folklore, featuring traditional dancers and Fado singers. 


Tuesday 22 June 1993 


At 0930 hrs we left for a tour of the charming town of Sintra. A beautiful area of 
a beautiful country with many estates, mansions and the summer palace of 
Portuguese Royalty. It was obviously a definite spot to bring the Company on the 
tour. After lunch at the Regional d’Sintra we returned to the hotel where we 
checked out different rooms, suites and other facilities that the hotel had to offer. 
We met in the Captain’s room at 1830 hrs and were joined by hotel personnel to 
discuss menus, arrangements and prices for the Annual Banquet. We had a 
“dinner tasting” in the Grill Room at 2100 hrs and were suitably impressed by the 
quality of food, beverage, service and ambiance. 
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Wednesday 23 June 1993 


The day began at 0800 hrs with the breakfast buffet that would be the same as 
offered to the participants of the FFDTD.

We had dinner at the hotel and retired shortly thereafter. 


Friday 25 June 1993 


Wake-up at 0400 hrs and after breakfast departed at 0530 hrs for Catania Airport. 
The flight to Malta departed at 0700 hrs and arrived in Valletta at 0800 hrs. The 
grounds operation people were waiting and transported the group to St. John’s 
Church and the Presidential Palace. The site for the wreath laying ceremony was 
examined and Major Renaud of the Malta Armed Forces was most helpful in 
assuring the committee of his full cooperation with a military band and whatever 
support we might need. A reception for the entire FFDTD participants by the 
President of Malta was all but guaranteed. The committee visited some of the 
local shops with the thought of finding a suitable trip gift. Luncheon was enjoyed 
at the Jerma Palace Hotel. The return flight to Sicily departed at 1800 hrs and we 
arrived back at the hotel at 2000 hrs for dinner and local entertainment. A 


telephone call was made to the Captain back at home updating him on the 
progress. 
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Saturday 26 June 1993 


Wake-up call was at 0730 hrs, then breakfast and departure at 0830 hrs for the tour of Mt. 
Etna. At 1000 hrs we arrived at the active voleano and were taken aback at the stark, 
barren mountain, probably expecting more activity and probably more fortunate that there 
wasn’t any. We did not take the trip to the summit but agreed that it would be an interesting 
option to those who make the trip. Returning to Taormina we toured the shops 
experiencing the local custom of many businesses closing from 1300 - 1630 hrs. 
Luncheon was at the Sea Palace Hotel. At 1600 hrs the committee met for two hours with 
the hotel manager, the grounds people and Bill Meehan concerning the rooms and other 
arrangements. Dinner was enjoyed at Giardino’s Restaurant in Taormina, followed by a 
walking tour of the beautiful town of Taormina. Most shops remained open until 2130 hrs. 
Several local restaurants were visited with the thought of their suitability for use on the 
FFDTD. Returning to the hotel, a meeting followed with Enzio, the manager for further 
discussion. 


Sunday 26 June 1993

It must have within it some ideas, some principle which has in it the element 
of immortality, that is the secret of it. There is not anything in this world material which 
is permanent, now you mark that down if you ever thought about it and I presume you 
have. No material thing founded on material ideas can endure. There must be within 
something a spiritual ideal, there must be a purpose in it or else it will perish as all things 
material perish.” Ladies and gentlemen please rise for the Tenth Regular Toast of the

Reverend Clergy, Distinguished Head Table Guests, our dear, dear friends of just a short 
time, but the closeness and warmth of the people of Portugal is such that it seems a 
friendship of years, my comrades, ladies and gentlemen; 


The Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts has traveled throughout 
the world on its many Fall Field Day Tours of Duty. We have paid homage to our citizens 
who have served on foreign soil and we have paid tribute to those of other nations who 
have answered the call and the many who paid the supreme sacrifice. Today we were 
privileged to honor the memory of the Unknown Soldiers of Portugal and through them 
all who have served a nation that is relatively small in size but is a giant in history and its 
contributions to world as we know it today. Since earliest times Portugal’s geographical 
situation determined the history of the country. In Europe’s extreme Southwest corner the 
proximity of the Atlantic Ocean has always been a decisive factor regarding it cultural and 
socio-economical development, and the discoveries overseas exerted a considerable 
influence on Portuguese society and affected the fate of Europe, previously restricted to 
itself. 


King John I’s expedition to Cueta may be considered the first step of the Portuguese to 
challenge the secrets beyond the sea, indeed, this was to be the beginning of the heroic age 
of seafarers. Further conquest and exploration of unknown coasts followed. The first 
maritime expedition directed by Prince Henry the Navigator in order to discover new lands 
left in 1412. In 1420 Madeira was discovered under his command. Later on in 1427 
Portuguese sailors landed for the first time in the Azores. Prince Henry founded a 
navigation school in Sagres and he assembled geographers, cartographers, 
mathematicians and other experts in order to overcome the difficulties that navigators had 
to face. Beside many new instruments, new ship models were designed better fit for his 
ambitious endeavors. Succeeding Portuguese adventurers explored the African coast and 
Bartolmeu Dias sailed past the Cape of Good Hope in 1488. Vasco da Gama and Pedro 
Alvares Cabral further added to the discoveries. Lisbon was the prospering center of the 
“New World” and Portuguese, architecture, painting and decorative arts found new 
expression. Much of this beauty we see today. 
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The Portuguese have contributed much to the United States of America. The 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts is fortunate to have one of the largest groups of 
Americans of Portuguese ancestry in our country. The Portuguese who have come to our 
country are creative and industrious. They have attained success in the professions, in 
business and the arts. Our late beloved Archbishop of Boston, Humberto Cardinal 
Medeiros was born in the Azores. His memory is cherished by the flock he led so well. 


We salute the New Portugal. | first visited this country in 1961 and at least four time 
since. I marvel at the progress that has been made. | pray that this progress continues, 
but I hope that it does not change the historical beauty of your country. I hope that a 
high standard of living can be attained by all of your citizens without affecting the 
warmth and friendliness that | have had the pleasure of experiencing. I further hope that 
the close relationship and spirit of cooperation that exists between Portugal and the 
United States of America will always continue. 


We thank you for your hospitality. We usually conclude our events by calling upon our 
Chaplain for prayer. | now call upon Chaplain COL Edward McCabe to offer the 
benediction. The benediction is usually followed by the singing of “God Bless America”. 
While the lyrics say God Bless America, in our hearts we pray that God will bless Portugal 
and America. | thank you. (Applause)

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CAPTAIN CAGGIANO’S REMARKS AT THE MALTA LUNCHEON 


Reverend Clergy, Distinguished Head Table Guests, Members of the Diplomatic Corps, 
Dignitaries in the Audience, My Comrades, Ladies and Gentleman; On behalf of my 
Company I want to express our appreciation for the hospitality and cooperation that has 
been extended to us for our all but too brief visit to your beautiful and historic country. I 
would be remiss if I did not mention George Vella of the Malta Tourist office in New York 
for his dedicated assistance, Major Reynaud for his help, Brigadier Calleja and his 
command and William Moffitt, Charge d’Affaires of the American Embassy and anyone 
else who contributed to the success of this event. 


The Ancient & Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts, chartered in 1638 takes 
great pride in the fact that it is the oldest chartered military organization in the Western 
Hemisphere and I believe rightly so, but our history long and glorious as it may be pales 
in comparison to the Country of Malta. Your history dates back before the time of Christ, 
includes the Punic War in 218 BC when it became part of the Roman Empire. In 60 AD 
St. Paul landed on your shores although | think that history recounts that it was not by 
choice but due to a shipwreck. As a result of your strategic location in the Mediterranean 
Sea your shores were subjected to many adventurers and power struggles throughout the 
years. The date of 1523 was most significant since it was then that the Knights of St. John 
of Jerusalem were ceded the island Malta by Charles V of Spain. These famous “Knights 
of Malta” to whose present day descendants I am proud to say I and a number of our 
Company belong, made Malta their kingdom. For the next 275 years, they gave to island 
towns, palaces, churches, gardens, fortifications and numerous works of art and culture 
that endure to this day. The brief rule of the French from 1798-1800 was ended by your 
people and in 1814 by the will of your people became part of the British Empire. The 
island and its people served the United Kingdom well as it became its military and naval 
fortress and the headquarters of the British Mediterranean Flect. During the siege of 
World War II from 1940-1943 the people of Malta demonstrated the greatest discipline 
and valor. In recognition, King George VI awarded the George Cross that is proudly 
displayed on your flag “To the Island Fortress of Malta - its People and Defenders” .

Opening greeting in Italian 

Signor Presidente, Signor Sindaco, Corpo Militare, e Signori Presenti: 
Innanzitutto prendo questa occasione per ringraziare voi tutti per la calorosa accoglienza 
da noi ricevuto. Dato che, I miei genitori provengono da Messina, — Mi sento di essere 
tornato a casa. 

Durante la mia vita ho avuto la fortuna di crescere in America, — Nazione che offre 
sicurrezza ed oppotunita economiche,—e di avere avuto, —nello stesso tempo, un 
insegnamento dove—l’amore per la famiglia, —il rispetto per gli altri —e la responsibilita 
del lavoro sono di massima importanza. 

Questo anniversario marca un pilastro verso una pace mondiale — che e’ durata per 
cinquant’anni e sono piu che sicuro—che unitamente ci auguriamo che duri per sempre. 
Con questa speranza vi saluto e vi ringrazio. 


I should like to begin my remarks on behalf of the Ancient & Honorable Artillery 
Company of Massachusetts by expressing our sincerest appreciation to the City 
Government of Messina, the Italian Ministry, Personnel of the U.S. State Department, the 
US. Department of Defense 50th Commemoration of WW II Staff and everyone who 
assisted in the planning and execution of this event. I especially want to thank Attilio 
Bossano of the Messina City Hall for his help. I first met him three years ago and from 
that day to this, he has done everything possible to assist us. 

Our ceremony today commemorates the 50th Anniversary of the conclusion of 
“Operation Husky” in World War II. The operation commenced on 10 July 1943 in what 
was then the largest amphibious assault in modern history, and concluded on 16 August 
1943 when American Forces entered this city. The forces evolved were primarily 
American and British. Viscount David Montgomery of Alemein, the son of Field 
Marshall Montgomery, the Commander of British Forces, had planned to be present 
today, but a business commitment required that he be in Argentina. He sends his regrets 
and I will read a communication from him and present it to the Mayor. 

Some might term Operation Husky an invasion, I prefer to call it a liberation. 
This was not a mission of conquest. This was a mission to restore freedom and return Italy 
to a free people. 

Italy has contributed much to mankind. Michaelangelo, Dante, DaVinci, Verdi, 
Puccini, Columbus, Vespucci, Verranzano, Marconi and Fermi to name a few. They are 
giants in their contributions to the arts, music, discovery and science. Americans of Italian 
ancestry are leaders today in business, science and the arts. They comprise the second 


most significant group in America in terms of economic strength. The ties between Italy 
and the United States are indelible. 
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Our Observance today gives testimony to the absurdity of war. May we maintain 
our strength and vigilance so that no aggressor may be tempted to initiate such a conflict 
in the future. 

We pay tribute to the fifty years of friendship and cooperation that has transpired 
between our countries since those dark days of WW II. We remember and pay homage to 
those of all nations who served faithfully and especially those who made the supreme 
sacrifice. May the friendship and cooperation that now exists between our nations 
continue always. Thank you.

CAPTAIN CAGGIANO’S REMARKS AT THE LUNCHEON 


In my capacity as Captain Commanding | welcome all of you to this 
Presidents’ Day Luncheon and reception to our Commander-in-Chief, Governor 
William F. Weld. 

On this Presidents” Day, 1994 may I point out the origin of this annual 
event. One hundred and nine years ago a contingent of 170 Ancients traveled to 
Washington to escort President Chester Allen Arthur during ceremonies 
celebrating the dedication of the Washington Monument. The date was 21 
February 1885. Since that time the Company has recalled that occasion with this 
observance. At first a tribute to our first president, George Washington and now 
truly a tribute to the office of the Presidency and all those who have served in 
that office. 

As we prepare to dine in the company of fellow Ancients and 
distinguished guests, let us pause to think about this group of men who have 
served our country as President. History has and will judge them in varying 
levels of accomplishment, but it has been our blessing that particularly in times 
of National peril, Providence has provided us competent leadership. 

Our Company has been privileged to have four presidents as members. 
James Monroe, Chester Alan Arthur, Calvin Coolidge and John Fitzgerald 
Kennedy. 

Of forty-two presidents, twenty-one have served in State Militias, the 
Army, the Air Force or the Navy with ranks ranging from an 18 year old enlistee 
in the 23rd Ohio Regiment (William McKinley) to a five star General of the 
Army (Dwight David Eisenhower). Their service has encompassed all the years 
of this country’s nationhood, through all combats. Though many knew the ways 
of war, through history they have proved seekers of peace. 

The most moving cry against war came from our first president, a 
general of the Army and Commander-in-Chief in the Revolutionary War. In 
1785 George Washington wrote, “ My first wish is to see this plague to mankind 
banished from the earth and the sons and daughters of this world employed in 
more pleasing and innocent amusements than in preparing implements and using 
them for the destruction of mankind.” 
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World circumstances preclude this desire of our first president, but | am 
sure that we all share his desire for peace, with the knowledge that in today’s 
world a strong and prepared United States military is the best assurance for 
peace. As has been pointed out by a certain Boston Herald columnist on more 
that one occasion, Ancient affairs have more that their share of toasts, but today 
I wish to offer the one and only toast: “To the Presidents of the United States”.

Ralph DeStefano was born in Massachusetts on 21 June 1911 and spent his entire 
personal and business life in Boston. A graduate of English High School, he 
furthered his education by graduating from Northeastern University with a Degree 
in Civil Engineering. Like many other citizens of the United States he enlisted in 
the Navy on 28 April 1942 shortly after Pearl Harbor and served over four years. 
He received his honorable discharge 26 June 1946. 


Following his military service, he formed his own company, “DeStefano 
Construction Company” which he operated until his retirement in 1981. Ralph 
being an energetic person did not just close his doors as he still kept active up to 
the age of 80. 


Almost 40 years ago on 19 September 1955, he joined the Ancient & Honorable 
Artillery Company and from that date became a 100% active member. The 
Ancients was his home away from home. He was elected Sergeant, 2nd 
Lieutenant, Ist Lieutenant and in 1967, Captain Commanding. As our Captain, he 
devoted 24 hours a day to guarantee our Company a continued place of 
prominence throughout the world. Our FFDTD was enjoyed in Berlin and 
Portugal. Two of the highlights of his trip included a visit to East Berlin through 
Check Point Charlic, six years after the construction of the Berlin Wall and a 
visitation to the Marian Shrine at Fatima in Portugal. Ralph also represented the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts at Expo 67; Montreal, Canada, which included 
a reenactment of the Drum Head Election with the participation of Governor John 
A. Volpe. 


Following his year of Captaincy, Ralph remained a fully active member. Not only 
did he serve on many positions appointed by various Captains, but he was also 
elected for two terms on the Finance Committee serving ten years. Three Captains 
appointed him Chief of Staff... LTC Calvin Clayton 1969, BGEN Joseph Zareiko 
1973, and CPT Robert D. Murphy 1977. A glowing testament to their confidence 
in his counsel. His dedication to the Company continued after we lost him. He 
made a bequest of $ 5,000.00 to the Company in his will. 


During all of these years of activities he also served an active part in the “Military 


Order of Foreign Wars” and the “Ten of Us Club”, serving as a Commander and 
President respectively. 
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Ralph can best be described by the words of COL Edgar D’Abre in the eulogy 
given at the Church service. I would like to include part of it in this memoriam. 


“To sum up eighty two years of a man’s life briefly is impossible, but I like to 
think of the one word that to me personifies our beloved, departed comrade. - 
GENTLEMAN- he was one of a rare and fast disappearing species, a gentleman. 
He was a gentleman in every sense of the word and all that it conveys. He was 
manly, he was fair, he was thoughtful, he was kind and forgiving, he was 
scrupulously honest, there was no sham or flamboyant bravado about Ralph. He 
was a man who was greatly respected not only by his relatives and his business 
acquaintances but most certainly by his comrades in the Company, all of whom he 
dearly loved. 


Ralph was a very private man, who respected the privacy of others, he was a 
devoted family man, considerate and caring. He left behind four wonderful and 
loving sisters; Rose, Theresa, Diane and Alba who lavished their affection and 
attention on him and who certainly made his quality of life much more pleasant 
and comfortable, particularly during the last two years. He was very proud of his 
sisters. 


He devoted almost forty years of selfless service to the Company, always carefully 
aware of our long history and of our traditions. I think all of us who have lived 
with Ralph or served with Ralph, or knew Ralph, gained something from our 
experience. We know he has gone on to a greater triumph now; he will be held in 
our hearts forever.”

WINTHROP, MASSACHUSETTS 
THURSDAY 10 JUNE 1993 


On Thursday 10 June 1993 in conjunction with the Winthrop Lodge of 
Elks Flag Day Parade a large contingent of Ancients marched in the parade in 
Captain Caggiano’s home town and returned the relic of the Gibbon’s Elm to 
Winthrop. The Gibbon’s Elm relic, a large cross cut of the tree, had been in the 
Ancients’ Museum since 1912. It was handed over to the Winthrop Historical 
Society with due ceremony on the Town Hall Lawn in conjunction with a tree 
planting ceremony re-enacting a similar ceremony in Winthrop by the Company 
in 1912. A collation followed at the Winthrop Lodge of Elks. 
The tree was inscribed as follows: 


The Gibbons Elm 
1636 - 1912 

The butt of the trunk of the Old Gibbon’s Elm which stood on Winthrop 
Street for 276 years before being removed by order of the Selectmen because of 
decaying condition on 22 June 1912. It was planted in 1636 by Major General 
Edward Gibbons Captain Commanding of the Ancient & Honorable Artillery 
Company of Massachusetts in 1639-1641, 1646 & 1654. On 22 June 1912 the 
Company under the command of CPT Francis Hawkes Appleton assembled under 
one tree, it was razed and a tree planted in its place. The butt was kept in the 
Museum of the A. & H.A.C. at Faneuil Hall, Boston until 10 June 1993 when it 
was returned to Winthrop and presented to the Winthrop Historical Society by 
the A. & H.A.C. under the command of Lt. Col. Ernest C. Caggiano. In 
maintaining a tradition of almost four centuries a third tree was planted on the 
Town Hall Lawn.

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CAPTAIN CAGGIANO’S REMARKS AT THE GIBBON’S TREE 
CEREMONY 


Reverend Clergy, Town Officials, Exalted Ruler Joseph Frazier, fellow 
citizens of the Town of Winthrop, Ladies and Gentlemen; It is a distinct honor 
for me as the 285th Captain Commanding of the Ancient & Honorable Artillery 
Company of Massachusetts to be here this evening; in my elected capacity and 
as a citizen of the Town of Winthrop. | want to thank Exalted Ruler Joseph 
Frazier and my brothers of the Winthrop Lodge of Elks for affording me this 
opportunity. 


The Gibbon’s Elm was planted near the old Thornton Station of the 
Narrow Gauge Railroad by MGEN Edward Gibbons in 1636. He was one of the 
founders of the Ancient & Honorable Artillery Company and served as Captain 
Commanding in four years: 1639, 1641. 1646 and 1654. In the ceremony of 1912 
when the original tree was taken down, General Gibbons was described as “One 
of those dubious characters like Capt. John Smith and Sir Christopher Gardner, 
adventurous rovers who came before the Pilgrims and the Puritans and served as 
sort of ‘comic relief’ in the grim drama of our stern and rock bound coast.” 
From the log of the ship he came across on, there was an entry that John W. 
Fined a party of roysters on shipboard for gross drunkenness and Gibbon’s fine 
was several times as big as the rest. inferring that he was the ringleader. The 
remarks concluded that Gibbons had sailed the Spanish Main as a buccaneer. 
Obviously Gibbons was a character and | would not deny that the Company still 
has its share of characters. However he contributed greatly to the early history 
of the Colonies and we continue his contribution 356 years later by returning 
this relic of the Gibbon’s Elm to its rightful home in Winthrop. Therefore it is 
with the greatest of pleasure that | remand the Gibbon’s Elm to the Winthrop 
Historical Society for safe keeping and in keeping with the tradition I dedicate 
a new tree for future generations. | want to acknowledge the generosity of two 
members of the Ancients: to LT Paul Mahoney owner of Mahoney’s Rocky 
Ledge Nursery for donating the tree that we plant today and to LT Joseph 
Tamulis of owner of T. Equipment Co. for transporting the Gibbon’s Elm and 
fabricating the stand that it will be displayed on. Thank you very much.

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FUNERAL OF MGEN RICHARD E. McLAUGHLIN 
FRIDAY, 2 JULY 1993 


A large contingent of Ancients gathered at St, Peter's Church in Cambridge on 
Friday, 2 July, 1993 for farewell services to a distinguished comrade who died 
on 29 June. Nine Past Commanders were among the fifty-five Ancients in 
attendance: LT Roy S. Chase served as Officer-in-charge. Officers of the 
Massachusetts National Guard served as pallbearers. 


BGEN McLaughlin saw military service in the US Army Air Corps from 1942 - 
1946 and US Air Force 1950-62. His military commitment included four years 
in the Pacific in World War II where he rose to the rank of Lieutenant Colonel; 
recalled to active duty during the Korean War, he served as the chief of staff of 
the Strategic Air Command’s Far Eastern bomber division; and active duty again 
during the Berlin Crisis, serving as chief of staff of NATO Fighter Wing in 
Strasbourg, France. After the Berlin assignment, he remained in the Air National 
Guard and was promoted to brigadier general by Governor Sargent. 


He became a member of the Company on August 15, 1969, sponsored by COL 
William F. Croskery. He was elected to the Permanent Fund in 1983-1993 and 
appointed to the Military Support Committee 1978-83, serving as Chairman 
1984-88. 


BGEN McLaughlin saw meritorious service in public and private life. He was 
secretary to former Governor Endicott Peabody, who named him Registrar of 
Motor Vehicles in 1964. He continued to serve in that capacity under Governors 
Volpe and Sargent. Under Governor King, he returned to the post of Registrar. 
As Registrar, BGEN McLaughlin introduced such innovations as vanity plates, 
aluminum reflective plates and tamper proof drivers’ licenses. 


His professional positions in private life included service as advertising director 
for Lever Brothers, and New England manager for Collier's Magazine and Heart 
Magazine.

26TH (YANKEE) INFANTRY DIVISION 


On Wednesday 18 August 1993, the Captain Commanding, LTC Ernest C.

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DEACTIVATION CEREMONIES 
26TH (YANKEE) INFANTRY DIVISION 
28 AUGUST 1993, BOSTON, MASS. 


Saturday, 28 August 1992 was a sad day in the glorious military history of the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts. This was the day chosen for the deactivation 
ceremonies of the 26th (Yankee) Infantry Division. The events of the day were 
designed to commemorate the entire history of the 26th (Yankee) Division, the 
militia that preceded it, and the soldiers who will continue to carry the Quality 
Guard torch tomorrow. 


The events began in the Hall of Flags, where lie cased the colors of the 
regiments which formed the Division, alongside the battle flags of regiments 
from which these units were activated or redesignated. This is a firm reminder 
not only of our past, which extends far back before Divisions existed, but also 
of our future, for history tells us that the more things change, the more they 
remain the same. 


Later, events led to the steps of the State House for a farewell concert by the 
Division Band with musical scores reminiscent of the militia contributions past 
and present. The State House location recalls the return of the Division Colors, 
and a host of Regimental Battle Streamers, after each of the World Wars. 


Next the activities moved to the Common, retracing the steps of our ancestors 
and of the one million people who greeted the returning victors in 1919. 


During the evening the Division conducted a final return to its World War I] 
training grounds and current Headquarters, Camp Edwards, for a torch light 
rededication of its Memorial, a final remembrance for departed comrades and 
presentation of awards in celebration of today’s many successes and tomorrow’s 
future of freedom in the continued Pursuit of Excellence.

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100TH ANNIVERSARY OF THE 256TH FALL FIELD DAY 
TOUR OF DUTY 
TO PITTSFIELD, MASSACHUSETTS 
RE-ENACTMENT ON SATURDAY, 11 SEPTEMBER 1993 


On Saturday, 11 September 1993 the Ancients under the command of LTC Ernest C. 
Caggiano, Captain Commanding re-enacted the 256th FFDTD in 1893. In 1893 CPT 
Jacob Fottler led the Company to Pittsfield traveling by the Boston & Albany Railroad for 
an overnight stay in Pittsfield and the Fall Field Day Banquet. In 1993 the Ancients 
boarded a motor coach at 0730 hrs and traveled to Pittsfield via the Massachusetts 
Turnpike arriving at 1030 hrs. Upon arrival the Company formed up and escorted by the 
Pittsfield High School Band and Veterans Organizations, paraded down the main street to 
the War Memorial where a wreath laying ceremony was conducted, the wreath being 
presented by Captain Caggiano and the Mayor of Pittsfield, HON Edward M. Reilly. After 
the ceremony there was a short march to the American Legion where a formal reception 
and dinner was held. The dinner followed the Fall Tour of Duty Banquet format with toasts 
delivered exactly as they were in 1893.

The Ancient & Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts, chartered in 1638 is the 
oldest chartered military organization in the Western Hemisphere. From its inception as 
the militia of the colonies and the training of its officers, its support of the founding of the 
Massachusetts Military Academy and its current function in ceremonials of the 
Commonwealth, it has supported and paid tribute to those of our State who have answered 
the call at times of crisis. The members of this Company have served in every major 
conflict of our Nation including WW I, WW II, Korea, Vietnam, the Gulf War and are on 
reserve and active duty today. We are proud to number in our ranks the three surviving 
Massachusetts residents who have been awarded the Congressional Medal of Honor. 
CAPT Thomas Hudner, the Director of Veteran Services for the Commonwealth, SGT 
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Charles McGillvary, Past Commander of the CMH Veterans and CAPT George Street III, 
who honors us with his presence today. 


Our Fall Tours of Duty, while originally training sessions have evolved into times that we 
set aside to honor the service of those who have come to the defense of our Nation and 
what it stands for in becoming the Beacon of Democracy throughout the world. 


On Monday, | October 1893, CPT Jacob Fottler led the Ancients to Pittsfield, Mass. To 
carry out the 286th Fall Field Day Tour of Duty. The initial account of their journey to the 
Berkshires and the greeting and hospitality extended to them is outlined in detail in the 
program. This year, the Lord willing, | will lead 170 Ancients to Lisbon, Portugal, Malta 
and Sicily where we will honor the Tomb of the Unknown Soldiers of Portugal, the 
indominant spirit and bravery of Malta where the country was awarded the Victoria Cross 
by the British Government for their actions in WW II when they repulsed repeated 
attempts by the Axis Forces: and to the Plaza in front of the City Hall in Messina, Sicily 
on the occasion of the 50th Anniversary of the Liberation of Sicily by Allied Forces in 
Ww Il. 


While modes of transportation and the extent of our travels have changed over the years, 
the purpose of the Company has remained the same. We have a motto in the Ancients, iSet 
a watch, lest old traditions fail.i It is in keeping with this motto that I wanted to observe 
the 100th Anniversary of the Ancients Fall Tour of Duty to Pittsfield. The Berkshires of 
Massachusetts are unquestionably one of the most beautiful areas of our Commonwealth 
and its residents have always answered the call in times of national and state emergencies. 
The strength and dedication of your veterans organizations testifies that you do not forget. 
The beautifully maintained memorial that we decorated today testifies that you do not 
forget. It is most fitting that at this time of downsizing in the military and its resulting 
negative effects to your local economy, that we do not forget that your citizens have always 
been there, when called upon. Sacrifices have been made, the industriousness and energies 
expended by your citizens have helped make it possible to win the Cold War and I feel 
sure that the same energies, ingenuity and private enterprise will bring a significant rebirth 
to your economy. 


As Captain Commanding of the Ancients I wish to express our gratitude to the people of 
Pittsfield, Mayor Edward Reilly, the City Council, Veterans Agent Larry Caprari, the 
American Legion and other Veterans organization, their representatives and the Pittsfield 
High School Band for your hospitality and assistance in arranging and supporting this 
event. I hope that whenever you visit Boston, you will visit our Armory and Military 
Museum on the top floor of historic Faneuil Hall and we will be able to extend our 
hospitality to you.

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Venerable military company 
commemorates historic visit

PITTSFIELD — “Ten - Hut!” the 
commander barked, and 50 pairs of 
shoulders of various ages were 
squared as the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company of 
Massachusetts began its march 
yesterday morning. 

In commemoration of its visit here 
100 years ago, the company traveled 
to Pittsfield from its headquarters at 
Boston’s Faneuil Hall to re-enact a 
march. Yesterday’s route was from 
the American Legion hall on 
Wendell Avenue to Memorial Park 
on South Street. 


Drums, cadence 

Flags snapped in the blustery wind 
and tendons strained as the color 
guard held the heavy poles upright. 
A drummer played a tattoo, and the 
marchers counted cadence. 


They wore black uniforms with 
red trouser stripes, white shirts and 
lots of gold braid and ribbons, And 
if there was an occasional hop to get 
back in step, well, backs were 
straight and eyes focused ahead. 

The company. which — was 
chartered as part of the colonial 
militia in 1638. was preceded in the 
line of march by a color guard from 
the Veterans of Foreign Wars and 
city officials and followed by band 
members and a color guard from 
Pittsfield High School. 

Marchers for the city included 
Mayor Edward M. Reilly and City 
Council President Joseph W. Ryan, 

And in this day of strained 
municipal budgets, the spectacle was 
free to Pittsfield residents. Two on- 
duty police officers were assisted for 
free by five auxiliary officers and 
about 10 explorer scouts. explained 
police Lt. John FE.

traffic on the parade route. which 
passed 11 intersections on East 
Housatonic and South streets, he 
said.

New device speaks words that many at hospital can’t 


ince she was born 13 years ago with 

cerebral palsy and unable to speak, Jequita 

Stripling has communicated only with her 

eyes. 

“She look s up for ‘yes’ and down for ‘no’, 
said Jequita’s mother, Mattie Stripling of Roxbury. 
“If she’s hungry she looks at the refrigerator. She 
looks at her lap when she wants to use the bathroom. 
Many times, Jequita gets frustrated, but she never 
gives up.” 

Jequita, who for 10 years has been a student in the 
Kennedy Day School program at Franciscan 
Children’s Hospital & Rehabilitation Center in 
Brighton, has recently found a voice with an 
augmentative communication system called DynaVox. 
, by using the back of her head to hita switch 
to scan and select symbols on the display screen of a 
voice aid developed by Sentient Systems Technology 
Inc. of Pittsburgh, Jequita can communicate with 
words for the first time in her life. 

Using the device, which looks like a laptop 
computer set up on her wheelchair, Jequita delighted 
an audience Monday night made up largely of 
members of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company of Massachusetts at Faneuil Hall, by 
eliciting a programmed voice to introduce herself 


Her dark eyes shining, Jequita through her 
surrogate voice told them how she liked “to hang out” 
with her friends and family and thanked them for 
helping her to communicate. 

Dr. Martin J. Dunn, a Milton maxillofacial surgeon 
and a member of the company, brought the need for 
the voice aid to the attention of Ernest C. Caggiano, 
the company’s captain commanding. The company 
donated $2,000 to the hospital toward the purchase of 
the DynaVox. which costs more than $4,000. 

Lynn Minasian, speech and language pathologist at 
the hospital. said there are at least 50 children at the 
Kennedy Day School who are nonverbal, but that no 
medical insurance covers such a device as DynaVox 


The DynaVox is being purchased for use at the 
school, and Mattie Stripling and parents of other 
youngsiers who are unable to speak because of 
cerebral palsy, trauma or other reasons look forward 
to the day when they can afford such an aid for their 
homes. They think that even the use of the DynaVox 
at school will enhance their child’s life at home. 

“When you have a child and you ask him how he 
feels, it is frustrating when he can’t tell you,” said 
Annette McGlinchey of Revere, who was at the 
Faneuil Hall ceremony with her son, Billy, 14. He 
has cerebral palsy, is legally blind and has been a 
student at the Kennedy Day School for four years, 

This year, McGlinchey said, Billy was very ill and 
was treated for allergies, when what he actually had 
were inflamed adenoids. “We spent a lot of time and 
money running from doctor to doctor.” she said 
“That would have been unnecessary if Billy had been 
able to tell us where he hurt. Up to now, i's been a 
guessing game for us and frustrating for Billy.” A. 
voice aid would help Billy get along on his own when 
she and her husband are gone, she said

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History of the Honorable Artillery Company 


The Honorable Artillery Company is the oldest regiment in the British Army. The true date of its 
origin is lost, but in 1537 King Henry VIII granted a Charter of Incorporation to an already 
existing body of citizen archers. This guild became known as the Fraternity or Guild, of Artillery, 
Longbows, Crossbows and Handguns, and later as the Honorable 
Artillery Company. 


n its 


The word “Artillery” is apt to mislead. Guns, in those days, were “Great Artillery”. 
ordinary sense the word “Artillery” meant no more than archery or the use of other missile 
weapons, 


As may be imagined, the Company has unique traditions. Its members fought in the French wars 
of King Henry VIII, defended Calais for Queen Mary, and served with the fleet against the 
Spanish Armada. They reflected the sad divisions of the Civil War; London was for Parliament: 
and the Trained hands (the Citizen Army recruited from the City), officered from the HAC, gained 
distinction at Newbury by beating off the charges of cavalry led by Prince Rupert. himself later a 
member, and whose name may be seen in the Great Vellum Book, which bears the names of all 
those who have joined the HAC since 1611. 


The maintenance of order in the City and its environs is another ancient and continuing tradition, 
dating at least as far back as 1781, when the two brass 3-pounder field pieces which still stand on 
the staircase were presented to the Company for services during the Gordon Riots. 


The Company is unique among Regiments in having not only its own Coat of Arms. but also the 
privilege, conferred on the Company by King Edward VII, of wearing the ribbon of the Territorial 
Efficiency Decoration and Medal in his private colours. 


The HAC was the only voluntary corps to survive when the Home Defense Force was disbanded 

after the Napoleonic Wars. It became part of the new Volunteer force of 1860, and after supplying 
all the officers, two-thirds of the personnel of the City Imperial Volunteers Battery and 
detachments for the C.I.V. Infantry and Mounted Infantry, it became the senior unit of Haldane’s 
new Territorial Army. Having been awarded South Africa as its first battle honour, the Company 
went on to gain a further 38 honours in the Great War. 


The Ist Battalion sailed for France on 18 September 1914, the Batteries lefi for Egypt early in 
1915 and the second Battalion was in France before the end of 1916. By the middle of 1917, 5 
Batteries and 2 Battalions were in service in the field and, in addition to keeping these 7 units at 
fighting strength, the HAC performed perhaps an even greater service by supplying over 4,000 
officers to other units of the Regular and Reserve Forces. 


In the early years of World War I, heavy casualties in the HAC Infantry Battalion had caused a 
serious loss of potential officers. At the outbreak of war in September 1939 therefore, the sad, but 
perhaps inevitable, decision was made that the Infantry Battalion should not fight as a unit. The 
Battalion became the 162nd (HAC) OCTU. and from it the whole of its original personnel were 
soon commissioned into other units. 
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The Artillery regiments. however, fought as Royal Horse Artillery and Heavy Anti-Aircraft 
Artillery. 17 battle honours were won in North Africa, Sicily and North West Europe: and certain 
of these, like those won in World War I. are borne on the Colours of the Company, a unique 
privilege for Artillery Regiments. 


It is noteworthy that many ex-members of the Company who were commissioned into other units 
during World War | & II returned to the HAC in the ranks on the conclusion of hostilities. This 

was in keeping with tradition dating back to days when members became officers in the Trained 

gency and later returned to the ranks of the Company. 


Bands in time of war or emer: 


In 1973, the HAC was given a new role. The batteries and Companies were organized into 
Squadrons: one Gun Troop was retained, as were the Bands and Corps of Drums. 


400 of the total Company membership of 3,000 serve in the Active Unit, a Regiment which in the 
event of war takes its place in the front line of N.A.T.O. alongside the regular formations. The 
young men serving in the Regiment leave their City desks and other places of work for a training 
commitment which is invariably described as one evening a week, one weekend a month and two 
weeks camp per year. That many fulfill a significantly greater commitment is an indication of 
their determination to see that the high standards and traditions of former times are maintained. 


Applicants for the Regiment are required to undergo a rigorous year’s training before being 
considered suitable for posting to operational Squadrons. 


Throughout history, the Company has been closely associated with the City of London and is 
particularly proud of its ceremonial responsibilities there. Salutes are fired at the Tower of 
London under the direction of the Master Gunner within the Tower, an appointment held by a 
Senior Serving Officer of the HAC since 1931. Guards of Honour are mounted at Guildhall and 
elsewhere in the City on State occasions. Other ceremonial duties are performed by the Company 
of Pikeman and Musketeers the personal bodyguard of the Lord mayor, who are to be seen in their 
17th Century uniforms, in attendance at dinners at Guildhall and Mansion House or in the Lord 
Mayor's Show. 


The Company continues its peace keeping role with its detachment of Metropolitan Special 
Constabulary, most of whose members are Veterans of the Active Unit. 


The Headquarters of the Company, once near the Tower, has been in the Artillery Garden since 
1641. Armoury House is the second building on the site: the central part was built in 1735; the 
Flag Tower was added in 1802, the first two floors of the wings in 1828, and the top floors in 
1901. Here in the Artillery Garden, the first recorded game of cricket was played (1730) and the 
first aerial flight in England was made by Vincenzo Lunardi, Secretary to the Neapolitan 
Ambassador, in 1784.

The Dinner is an historical tradition of the HAC, the senior unit in the 
British Army. In 1537, Henry the VIII granted a charter to the Fraternity of St. 
George which eventually became known as the Artillery Company. The Ancient & 
Honorable Artillery Company was founded in 1638 by Robert Keayne, a member 
of the HAC. Strong ties have continued between the Companies. 

Many royal and famous Guests of Honor have graced the “top table” at this 
formal dinner where the dress is always Mess Kit Ceremonial or Evening Dress 
with Orders and Decorations. 

On Friday, 29 April 1994 the Ancient & Honorable Artillery Company paid 
tribute to its long association with the HAC with a St. George’s Day Dinner at the 
Armory, Faneuil Hall, Boston. In keeping with the tradition the dress was Military 
Mess or Civilian Black Tie. 

The festivities began with Hors d’oeuvres and Cocktails at 1900 hours. 
This was followed by a gala dinner at 2000 hours. Over 200 Ancients and guests 
participated.

50 Years Later 
Monday 6 June 1996 


On Monday, 6 June 1996 (June Day), the 50th Anniversary of World War II ‘D’ 
Day Invasion of Normandy France, the Captain Commanding LTC Ernest C. 
Caggiano and members of the Staff participated in a ceremony at the State 
House to pay tribute to the tens of millions of World War II Veterans, American 
and Allies sponsored by the Department of Veterans’ Services as part of its 
Department of Defense World War I] Commemorative Community program. 
Deputy Commissioner Owen McNamara inaugurated the ceremony by 
welcoming the Governor and Lt. Governor and introduced Commissioner 
Thomas J. Hudner, Jr. who read the Governor’s World War I] Commemorative 
Proclamation. The essence of the ceremony was to raise the Commonwealth’s 
50th Anniversary of World War Il Commemorative Flag from the Department of 
Defense. (The Ancient & Honorable Artillery Company was a designated 
Commemorative Organization of the 50th Anniversary of World War I and 
carried the Official Flag in all of its ceremonies throughout the year.) Adorned 
on the flag is the Honorable Service Lapel Pin that was issued to every service 
member who was honorably discharged. The Governor and First Lady Susan 
Weld, assisted by Commissioner Hudner, raised the Victory Flag, while Lt. 
Governor Cellucci, assisted by State Adjutant general Raymond Vezina, 
transferred the POW/MIA Flag to the staff holding the American Flag.

Governor Weld delivers D-Day remembrance address 6 June 1994 
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A Grateful Nation Remembersi 
By LTC Thomas D. Morgan U.S.A. ret. 


During these years devoted to commemorating the 50th Anniversary of World War 
II for the United States, the Allied Landings in Normandy in June 1944 take on renewed 
meaning. Veterans who visit peaceful Normandy beaches still hear echoes of historyis 
iLongest Dayi. June 1944 was the climactic month of World War II that set the stage for the 
final victory in Europe. Ever since Hitler had invaded Russia in 1941, Stalin had relentlessly 
pressed Roosevelt and Churchill for a second front in Europe. 

Fifty years ago, on 6 June 1944, a day author Cornelius Ryan called iThe Longest 
Dayi about 7,000 naval and amphibious ships, and 3,500 airplanes and gliders brought the 
equivalent of more than nine divisions of troops to the sandy beaches of Normandy in the 
largest armada in history. 


Crusade in Europe 

There was great anticipation and excitement in the Allied camp because four years 
before the British had been forced to withdraw their forces from the continent of Europe at 
Dunkirk in the aftermath of Hitleris two-week Blitzkrieg offensive in the West. The 
successful D-Day landings fulfilled the promise to Stalin for a second front in Europe. With 
the Anglo-American forces pressing in from the west and the Russians from the East, Hitleris 
forces were trapped between two fronts and Nazi Germanyis final defeat was assured. 

Although the peaceful landscape was devastated 50 years ago, the countryside of 
Normandy has recovered from the fierce battles that raged there in June and July of 1944, 
Normandy is once again renowned for its green pastures and superb cathedrals, instead of 
washed up ships, dead bodies. destroyed tanks, and other wreckage of war. The Normandy 
beaches are now filled with local fishermen, tourists, returning veterans and laughing 
children whose parents let them run on the now safe and beautiful beaches. 


Anglo-American Beaches 

The invasion beaches were given code names: UTAH and OMAHA for the U.S. 
troops and GOLD, Juno and SWORD for British-Canadian Forces. Those beaches have seen 
many visitors. Field Marshall Erwin Rommell personally supervised the construction of the 
beach defenses during visits in early 1944. In fact, he inspected the UTAH Beach sector less 
than a month before D-DAY. Winston Churchill, King George VI and Charles DeGaulle all 
made their first re-entry into liberated France across JUNO Beach. 

The Supreme Commander of the Allied Expedition Foree GEN Dwight D. 
Eisenhower, launched his famous Crusade in Europe over the Normandy beaches. President 
Ronald Reagan would later make several emotional speeches to returning veterans on the 
40th anniversary of D-DAY in 1984. 

But perhaps the most truly famous visitors are the veterans from all the Allied and 
Axis forces that participated on D-DAY. They are American, British, Canadian, French, 
Belgian, Dutch. Norwegian, German, Polish, Lithuanian, Latvian, Estonian and Russians 
who return to visit fallen comrades’ graves, visit the museums and look at the remaining 
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bunkers of Hitler’s fabled Atlantic Wall. 


Operation Overlord 
The code name for the D-DAY invasion was OVERLORD (NEPTUNE was the name of the 
naval assault phase that supported OVERLORD). The Germans knew that the Allies were 
coming, but they did not know exactly where or when. Most of the German units reinforced 
that part of the coast of France known as Pas de Calais, only 20 miles across the Channel 
from England. To reinforce the Normandy sector, the Germans had brought in two new 
divisions and a paratroop regiment of non-airborne qualified teenagers. The presence of the 
91st Air Landing Division behind UTAH Beach caused General Ridgeway to alter the DZ 
(Drop Zone) locations of his 82nd Airborne Division. However there was no avoiding 
elements of the 352nd Infantry Division that had recently moved into the OMAHA Beach 
sector. Assault elements of the U.S. Ist and 29th Infantry Divisions had no choice but to 
storm Bloody OMAHA as it came to be called, in the face of these fresh German 
reinforcements. The resulting U.S. casualties were so heavy that the Germans thought they 
had won the day. 


Heroes 

Time heals the scars of combat for the adversaries of the battle for the Normandy 
beaches. There were many heroes on both sides. BG Theodore Roosevelt, Jr., a World War I 
veteran pushing 60, received the Medal of Honor for his actions on UTAH Beach. A German 
defender on UTAH Beach, 24 year old LT Arthur Jahnke, fought valiantly until knocked 
unconscious and half buried in sand by a 14-inch shell from the battleship Nevada, refloated 
after the Japanese attack on Pearl Harbor. For both of these men the was nearly over. 
Roosevelt died of a heart attack a few weeks later and Jahnke, badly wounded, was captured 
and evacuated to England. 

Three companies of LTC James E. Rudder’s 2nd Ranger Bn. Assaulted the sheer 
cliffs of Pointe du Hoc and held onto a small perimeter for three days without relief. Of the 
original 225 Rangers who landed on Pointe du Hoc, less than 90 were able to bear arms at 
the end of D plus two. Rudder, twice wounded and refusing to be evacuated was still with his 
men. German Gen. Eric Marcks, a one legged veteran of the Russian Front whose 84th 
Corps defended the } Normandy sector, was also with his men in the front lines a few days 
later when he was killed by Allied bombers. 


Peaceful Normandy Beaches 

The Normans have a reputation of being some of the trendiest of Frenchmen. 
Accustomed to frequent visitors, they offer a warm hospitality. Normandy does not forget 
those who fought on her soil. All the major landing beaches are protected and have 
museums, monuments and markers to record the events of the largest amphibious operation 
in military history. The German guns are silent along the fabled Atlantic Wall, which was 
more propaganda myth than reality. Tourist, veterans and their families can see the gigantic 
invasion site that was the key to the liberation of Europe. It is well worth seeing because 
there will never be another operation like OVERLORD again. 
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MANTAS BASEVAS 


The Ancient & Honorable Artillery Company was instrumental in 
bringing Mantas Basevas to this country for life saving surgery. The Company 
voted to pay the travel expenses of Mantas and his mother from Lithuania. 

Mantas Basevas was a three year old Lithuanian boy born with an 
extensive facial deformity which consisted of a cleft from the corner of his 
mouth going posterior to just in front of his ear. He was also missing most of his 
lower jaw on that side and had a large cleft on the upper jaw which went all the 
way to the base of the eye socket. 

Mantas was an only child. His father was a carpenter who makes $ 6.40 
per week. However he was out of work for over three months and the family 
depended on the income of the mother who makes $ 6.20 per week as a registered 
nurse. They had traveled all over the former Soviet Union seeking help for their 
son. The only treatment that he was able to receive was the suturing together of 
the opening of the soft tissue of the face. They did not have the techniques 
necessary to reconstruct the bones of the face so that at a very young age there 
was a marked deformity that would have become much worse as he grew. If an 
infection were to develop anywhere along the cleft, the results could be fatal. 
Penicillin is not available in Lithuania. 

Mantas and his mother arrived at Logan Airport on Wednesday, 1 June 
1994. He was met by Dr. Martin J. Dunn, one of the surgeons who was to treat 
him, a member of the Company who brought the story of Mantas to the Captain, 
the Captain Commanding and a delegation from the Company. After extensive 
diagnostic studies and physical therapy, the surgery was performed at the 
Franciscan Children’s Hospital. The facilities of the Franciscan Children’s 
Hospital for the pre-operative treatment, the surgery and the port-operative 
treatment were all without charge. The surgical team led by Dr. Dunn donated all 
of their services. The treatment of Mantas was a grand success and he should be 
able to have a normal life. 

After discharge from the hospital and a recuperative period at the home 
of a local Lithuanian family, Mantas and his mother returned home. Captain 
Caggiano saw them off at the airport and though their was a communication gap 
of words because of the language difference, the tears of joy and smiles on the 
faces of all needed no translation. 

The Captain extends his sincere appreciation to the Company for their 


involvement in this effort.

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REPORT OF THE CHIEF OF STAFF 
BGEN JOSEPH A. MILANO, KM, PC 


On Monday, 7 June 1993, LTC Ernest C. Caggiano was commissioned as our 
Company’s 285th Captain Commanding, by LT Governor A. Paul Cellucci. This 
date marked a new chapter in our 357 year history of our grand old Company. 
Captain Commanding Caggiano will be remembered for many events that you will 
hear about in this report, but his setting a watch for high standards of ideals will 
be the signature of his year. 


I was indeed proud to serve our Captain as his Chief of Staff. It may be fitting that 
we were enrolled in the Company the same evening and subsequently served as 
Sergeants together.

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REPORT OF THE MEMBERSHIP COMMITTEE 
1993 - 1994 


The 1993/1994 AHAC Membership Committee held ten (10) meetings during 
the 1993/1994 year. The first meeting was used to organize the committee, as 
well as to process candidates for Regular and Right of Descent membership. The 
Committee processed twenty-five (25) candidates for regular membership, 
favorably recommending twenty-four (24) of them. (One application was with- 
drawn by the sponsor after the interview, and the voting.) This is an increase 
over the twenty (20) candidates for regular membership who were processed and 
favorably recommended for membership last year (1992/1993) by the 
Committee. The Committee processed seventeen (17) applications for 
membership by right of descent, favorably recommending all of them. This is an 
increase over the three (3) acted upon last year (1992/1993). 


The average age of the applicants for regular membership is fifty (50) which is 
up from the previous years average of forty-five (45). The youngest is thirty (30) 
and the oldest is seventy-five (75). The average age of the members by right of 
descent is fifty-three (53). The youngest is thirty-two (32) and the oldest is 
seventy-two (72). Fourteen (14) of the candidates have prior military 
experience. Five (5) are still active in the military. Numbered among the 
candidates are a Superintendent of the Boston Police, a federally recognized 
general officer, eleven (11) active and retired CEOs and/or owners of 
businesses, four (4) financial planners/consultants/bankers, three (3) attorneys, 
s Boston Public School system guidance counselor, the chairman of the 
Cambridge Emergency Planning Committee and an MBTA Supervisor. Among 
those elected by right of descent are two (20 retired business executives, a 
retired judge, a retired university professor, a retired building contractor, an 
Episcopal priest, two (2) attorneys, a professor of classics, a high school 
teacher, an associate superintendent of schools, a physical scientist, an 
industrial scientist, a meteorologist and a travel agent. 


The overall regular membership is still substantially lower than the authorized 
maximum of five hundred and fifty (550). An intensive recruiting campaign by 
the entire membership will be necessary to make up for the losses due to 
transfer to life membership, transfers to non-resident membership. honorable 
discharges, dis-enrollments and deaths. 


The importance of the military training given by the Company’s Training Officer 
and Training Sergeant to the new members is increasing as the number of 


candidates with military past and present experience decreases. 
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It is even more important that the indoctrination course in “Ancient” history, 
customs and organization given by our curator John “Doc” McCauley to new 
members be re-emphasized as a requirement for membership. This course should 
be given to the candidates after their application has been read and before they 
appear before the Membership Committee. 


Once again special thanks should be given to our “Outside right of descent 
verification expert” COOL Fred Lincoln. He has completed ten (10) years doing 
this valuable and skilled job at no cost to the Company. Fred, though not a 
member of the Company is considered to sixteenth member of the Membership 


Committee.

During the past year the Military Support Committee met formally 
seven (7) times, and informally two (2) times. The members of the Committee 
were involved in every activity of the Company throughout the year. 


Among the outstanding activities of its members were participation in 
the 1993 FFDTD to Portugal, Malta and Sicily, the 100th Anniversary of the 
256th FFDTD to Pittsfield, Massachusetts, the Fall Shoot, the Presidents’ Day 
Reception and Dinner and the various parades.

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REPORT OF THE 
MILITARY MUSEUM & LIBRARY COMMITTEE 1993-1994 


Captain Commanding. Past Commanders, Elected Officers, Fellow Ancients: 


Pursuant to Rule 310 of the Rules and Regulations, as amended I herewith 
submit the annual report of the Military Museum & Library Committee for the 
year 1993-1994, 


Twelve meetings were held during the year. Several meetings early in the year 
were necessary to finalize the move back into the Armory after the major 
restoration of Faneuil Hall, 


Early in the year an auction was held to dispose of obsolete, unwanted or 
duplicated materials from the library and collection of artifacts and other 
articles of furniture no longer needed by the Company. The auction was 
conducted at Muldoon Movers Warehouse in Braintree. The Committee was 
assisted by the Curator. who played a major role, and other members of the 
Company. 


All moneys earned at the auction (approximately $ 2,000.00) were held in 
escrow by the Paymaster. After paying several bills the Company bought 10 
bookcases for the library. 


A new Louisburg flag had to be made because of the condition of the old flag 
when it was removed. It is hand painted and is unusual and unique. 


The east corner of the Armory is now referred to as the Medal of Honor Corner. 
WE have added the portraits of the three current Congressional of Honor 
Recipients - we have tried to match the portraits with the older ones in order to 
have a uniform display. 


Through the efforts of MGEN James Lynch, PC, the Queen’s portrait is back on 
the wall for display to the public. The portrait is affixed to the wall with a lock- 
wall-system. 


A complete inventory of all the artifacts and a catalogue of all the books, 
periodicals, pictures, ete. Has been completed by the Curator. 


Conservation and restoration is a continuing project for the Curator who is 
responsible for the display in the Armory and the upkeep of the artifacts. 
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We have applied to the Federal Government, Department of the Interior for costs 
associated with the move from the Armory. To date the Company has received 
$59,360.00 and a voucher has been submitted for the payment of an additional 
$65,000.00. 


The Armory is suddenly the worst kept secret in tourist circles in Boston. In 
1989, our last full year in the Armory before the move, there were 17,176 
visitors to our headquarters. In 1993, our first full year back in Faneuil Hall, the 
Armory attracted 44,291 visitors, and that number will be exceeded by June Day 
1994, 


Our library also has been discovered by scholars and students alike. It is not 
uncommon for serious historians to use our library for their research. 


For the first time the Committee and the Curator inventoried all the firearms in 
the Armory. They have been documented and catalogued. Through the efforts of 
CAPT Ed Burns the Company has submitted a formal request for a Certificate 
of Compliance from the office of the Alcohol, Tax and Firearms Department of 
the US Treasury. 


This effort will maximize the Company's opportunities to exchange and receive 
firearms from individuals and other museums, locally and nationally. 


The artifacts in the safety deposit box have been viewed and verified as well as 


the Century Box being stored at the Archives of the Commonwealth in 
Dorchester. 


The Committee thanks the Curator, Dr. John McCauley for all his work and 
advice during the year. In our collective opinion the Curator is the “nuts & 
bolts” of the Military Museum & Library and we thank him for a job well done. 


The Committee has accepted gifts for the Museum & Library during the past 
year, a list thereof is attached and submitted as part of this report.

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REPORT OF THE PROTOCOL COMMITTEE 
1993 - 1994 


The purpose of the Protocol Committee is to oversee the general 
deportment of the Company as regards to its interface with the public and other 
military units at functions and ceremonies. In conjunction with the Military 
Support Committee, to assist in area studied of countries we are to visit on our 
annual trips, meeting and hosting visitors to the Company, coordinate protocol 
activities as they affect the Company and to be on call to assist the Captain 
Commanding and members of the Company. 

The Committee met five times during the year. We discussed and 
submitted many recommendations ranging from hand salutes, salutes with arms, 
Pledge of Allegiance to the Flag, personal salutes, honors, military ceremonies, 
parades, interservice to military-civilian visits. Of special note were the 
discussions of courtesy given at deaths and funerals which will be written into 
the SOP next year. Additionally, protocol adjustments have been made during 
the Pledge of Allegiance to the Flag depending on the attire of our members. For 
example: when indoors and in uniform without headgear, one stands at attention, 
faces the flag, remains silent and does not salute. When in civilian attire the 
civilian salute is correct. 

The following suggestions have been made pertaining to the Fall Tour of 
Duty: When questioned by member of the host country Press, refer them to the 
appointed Public Relations Officer; be mindful that we are guests in the host 
country and should abide by their customs and laws; members should 
familiarize themselves with some of the history and culture of the host 
countries; take along several photo copies of the face sheet of your passport and 
keep them separate from the original, in the event of loss of a passport the 
copies will be invaluable in obtaining a replacement. Above all, always inform 
and O.D. or O.G. if you decide to personally deviate from the planned itinerary. 
The Committee plans to prepare and submit a Military Reference Index in the 
near future.

Edward A. Zullo, Vice Chairman, SGT Joseph J. DeMarco, Secretary and 
twenty-four members.

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THE 356TH JUNE DAY SERMON PRESENTED AT 
ST. PAUL'S CATHEDRAL 
by 
CHAPLAIN BGEN ROBERT M. DURKEE 


Since the time of Cain and Abel, men have fought each other to dusty 
death. Once, they did so in small skirmishes. In recent history, combat has taken to 
a stage worldwide. Always, the flower of manhood is sacrificed. 

Rivers of blood have flowed from men’s ancient rivalries, ambitions, 
jealousies and, too often, stupidities. Most often, it is the young who are called 
upon to offer both life and limb. Tragically, the mistakes of the past are repeated. 
One of the most wasteful incidents of conflict in our nation’s history took place at 
Gettysburg. There, when Confederate troops in search of shoes encountered Federal 
cavalry, a four day battle ensued. The death toll for that unplanned engagement was 
equal to our total loss of American lives during the years of the Vietnam War. 

In 1863, when President Lincoln went to dedicate a cemetery at 
Gettysburg, he was called upon to make a few appropriate remarks. The main 
address of two hours duration had already been given by Edward Everett, a former 
governor of Massachusetts. Lincoln said “The world will little note nor long 
remember what we say here, but it can never forget what they did here.” The world 
does remember what was said there and what our soldiers, North and South did 
there. They fought, they bled and they died. 

Fifty years ago today, the greatest armada in history crossed the English 
Channel to land on the beaches of Normandy. Now, two generations removed from 
that time, we need to recall those moments with the prayerful hope those painful 
events need never be repeated. Never again! 

Many members of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company took part 
in the combat of World War 11. For our Memorial Service I have asked some of 
them to permit me to make reference to them. Selected at random and without 
mention of rank or medals awarded, let me recall “what the world should note and 
long remember.” In every instance, their recollections are a tribute to their fallen 
comrades. 

Probably the first in our company to land on Normandy on D-Day is Bob 
Murphy. Assigned to the Pathfinders Regiment of the 82nd Air Borne Division, he 
landed with GEN Ridgeway at Ste. Mere Eglise. The mission to get up a radar 
beam for incoming gliders was quickly accomplished. However, in the fog and 
flooded plains, many men were lost. Fighting to secure the bridge at LaFiera, 
defended by the German Panzers, more than half of his Company were killed. 
Those going to Normandy later this month will see a street in Ste. Mere Eglise 
named “Rue LT Robert Murphy”. 
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Edward Myllmaki was a pilot of a B-24 with the 15th Air Force. While 
flying over the Ploiesti oil fields in Rumania, and with seventeen combat 
missions to his credit, his plane was hit. After bailing out, he was taken Prisoner 
of War. He escaped twice from the prison and was nearly successful. But in both 
instances he was recaptured and had to await liberation by the Allied Forces. 

Rifleman George Murphy landed on Omaha Beach on D-Day and joined 
up with the 36th Armored Infantry Regiment in the St. Lo area. Wounded in 
action by a Tiger tank in the Siegfried Line, he later returned from the hospital to 
see more action, moving across Germany to finish on V-E Day at the Elbe River. 

Before D-Day, Les Crowley, on board an amphibious LST, had already 
participated in assault landings in Africa, Sicily and the coast of Italy. After a 
successful landing in Normandy, his ship, was hit by a German E-Boat. He was 
afloat in the English Channel for nine hours before being rescued, and is one of 
16 survivors from his ship alive today. 

Ernie Clair landed at Anzio with the Fifth Army and later detached to the 
Italian Mountain Fighters in an all-out battle to drive the Nazis out of the 
Apennines. In particularly hazardous duty behind German lines, he was assigned 
to the Alpine Ski Corps to scout enemy gun emplacements, fighting all the while 
to keep Allied supply lines open. 

Dan Deteso went ashore at Anzio with the 7th Infantry Regiment of the 
Third Division. On the last day of the breakout, his machine gun was hit by an 
enemy mortar. Dan lost his right leg only to realize that the rest of his crew were 
killed. He remembers an ecumenical prayer in the hospital for “the guys who 
never made it off the beach”. 

Al Brox was a flight instructor and commander of a PBY. Flying on 
submarine patrol and Air-Sea Rescue Missions, he also served to protect allied 
ships in convoy. 

Wendell Freeman served as an Intelligence Officer with the 97th Heavy 
Bombardment Group. While en route to England, his B-17 traveling from Goose 
Bay, Labrador, went down on an ice cap in Greenland. The thirteen men aboard 
scrambled for safety with temperatures reaching 20 degrees below zero at night. 
The crew managed to establish contact through a rigged-up radio. Ten days later, 
with the help of snowshoes dropped from the air, they were rescued on an open 
lake by a sea plane. As they flew away to safety, the ice on which they traveled 
ripped open and was swallowed up by the lake. 

Charlie McGillavary, Congressional medal of Honor, volunteered to go 
behind enemy lines to seek out machine gun positions of the 17th Panzer 
Grenadier Division. He blasted the first machine gun nest with a grenade, picked 
up a sub-machine gun and pressed to within ten yards of another nest. He charged 
ahead to kill the Germans with successive blasts. Without hesitation, moving from 
tree to tree and seriously wounded, he took out a third machine gun position 
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before moving to the fourth emplacement which he destroyed with a grenade. 

Flying the hump in the Burma-China conflict with General Chennault 
was Edward Lydon, pilot of a P-40 Tiger. In a desperate effort to keep the 
supply lines open from the occupying Japanese forces, there were dog fights 
in the air and raids on enemy camps. On the ground, he shared meals of rice 
and sometimes water buffalo with the Chinese. 

One of our members who had the rare privilege to see the big picture 
is Bob Sawtelle. He began his military career in the Chinese, Burma, India 
Theater and after the close of the Burma Road he was moved to military 
convoy duty near the Caspian Sea. At the Teheran and Cairo Conferences, he 
chauffeured President Roosevelt and was in the presence of Churchill, Stalin 
and Chiang Kai-shek. After being injured in a reconnaissance vehicle, and 
while being returned to the States. his Liberty Ship was attacked off the coast 
of Gibraltar by a German U-boat. Manning a 3-inch 50 cannon, he assisted in 
the submarine “kill” near the Spanish coast. 

Members of our Company saw action in every theater, including the 
Pacific. John Cremens was the Naval Intelligence and Gunnery Officer in 
charge of transportation of the first B-29 Ground Troops in Saipan and 
Tennean. He was charged with the secrecy of rockets and PT boats equipped 
with radar. John served in the European, Caribbean and Pacific Theaters. 

Jack Fitzgerald served 34 months overseas with the First Marine 
Division and commanded A Company of the First Tractor Battalion on 
Guadalcanal. After participating in the invasion of Cable Gloucester, New 
Britain, he led a Battalion in the Battle of Peleliu, remembered by the motto, 
‘All gave some, some gave all”. 

Tom McGrimley served with the 20th Air Force on Tennean in the 
Mariannas Islands. participating in 17 bombing missions over Japan as the 
navigator on a B-29, 

With the U.S. Marines. Dick Jordan participated in many of the 
operations in the South Pacific, including the Solomon Islands and New 
Hebrides, He landed with General MacArthur and the 41st Army Division in 
the Philippines on the southernmost island of Mindanao and after four days of 
fighting participated in the liberation of Zambogho. 

Jack Riley was a B-24 pilot who was assigned on various stateside 
locations as an instructor. In the Pacific, he served as the Command Pilot to 
the Sth Air Force. 43rd Bomb Group in such places as New Guinea, Biak, the 
Philippines. Okinawa and Te Shima. At the end of the was he was part of the 
Occupation Force of Japan. 

Several members of our company saw action in Okinawa. 

Bill Koughan’s unit captured and secured Yon Ton Air Field. With the 
802nd Engineer Aviation Battalion, he helped in the building of Kaneda Air 
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Base. While doing so, they were under constant kamikaze attacks by day and 
Betty bombers at night. “Operation Coronet” built at great cost of life, was 
completed on schedule to sustain B-29s for the contemplated invasion of 
Japan. 

My good friend Rudy Ricci worked around the clock to keep up with 
the repairs to the ships that were hit while on picket duty. My own task was to 
be strapped into a 20mm gun. Although we were promised daily visits by 
Tokyo Rose, our ammunition ship was one of the few not detonated by the 
Kamikaze raids launched from Formosa. 

Congressional Medal of Honor recipient George Street, commanded 
the USS Tirante. Off the coast of Korea, he brought his submarine past several 
patrol boats, sending two torpedoes to sink two enemy frigates, diving deep to 
escape a barrage of exploding depth charges. 

Thadeus Buczko served aboard the Destroyer USS Bears, which 
participated in 8 Pacific sea strikes. On one engagement off the coast of Japan 
his ship was credited with sinking two Japanese vessels and damaging a third. 
His final action in the Kurite Island records the last shot fired in the was. 

Edward Keelan served with the US Navy on numerous convoys in the 
South Pacific. His last sea duty took him into Tokyo for the Surrender of the 
Japanese Military Forces. 

Leo Lazo was a Boatswain’s Mate aboard a Flag Ship that entered 
Tokyo Bay for the final Peace signing. 

These events which we recall from half a century past were best 
described in the words of Winston Churchill as, “blood, sweat and tears”. The 
remembrances shared here are intended as a tribute to those we knew in our 
youth who never came home after the was over. 

The endless Crosses and Stars of David on foreign soil and in our 
National Cemeteries here at home are mute monuments to eager young lives, 
prematurely struck down. 

Today the world does note, and should long remember, our honored 
dead. But even more important, we are charged that this nation, indeed this 
world, in the words of President Lincoln, “be called to a new birth of 
freedom”, 

Only that hope will serve as a just and lasting tribute to the 60 million 
souls who perished in the global holocaust - now five decades past. Whenever 
human tights are violated, whenever tyranny is allowed to take root, we 
dishonor our fallen heroes. As we stand on the threshold of a new millennium, 
we can do nothing less than lift high the lamp of liberty. 

; Pray God that it may bring justice for the oppressed, concord among 
the nations, and a new birth of freedom for the whole human family. 

At this time let me ask that all of our Veterans from World War II stand. 
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In memory of our fallen comrades, I will read the prayer offered by 
President Roosevelt in his radio broadcast to the nation at the time of the 
invasion of Normandy. 

“Almighty God, with Thy blessing, we shall prevail over the unholy 
forces of our enemy. Help us to conquer the apostles of greed and racial 
arrogance’s. Lead us to the saving of our country, and with our sister nations, 
into a world unity that shall restore peace. 

Thy will be done, Almighty God.”

Before the invocation, let me just say that, besides the number of men that were 
mentioned in our June Day homily that participated in World War II, there are 
many more members of our Company who also contributed in many instances 
with heroic and sacrificial efforts in both the European and in the Pacific 
theaters. This Company has more than a few good men. And even though those 
who were mentioned this morning were selected at random, we appreciate 

and we give our allegiance and comradeship to all of the members of our 
Company who served in World War II in any capacity, many of them who landed 
in Normandy 50 years ago this day. The Lord be with you. 
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INVOCATION: BGEN ROBERT DURKEE: 


Let us pray. Oh, Mighty Father, strong to save, we have marked this day in 
honor of our fallen comrades, both those who died on the shores of Normandy 
and those who, in every struggle for freedom and justice, have paid the 
supreme price of life itself. Tonight we remember our sons and daughters who 
continue to keep the vigil of freedom through service in the military. Bless 
them wherever they may be, but especially our troops in South Korea. Watch 
over them with your loving care. Keep them, we pray, from harm’s way, and 
grant that the new world order may bring peace at last. Bless this food, we 
pray, and continue us in your service and your holy name. Amen.

Toast of the evening. Her Majesty, Queen Elizabeth II. 


(Cries of “Hear! Hear!”) 
(“God Save the Queen” was thereupon sung by the assembly) (Applause) 


ADJUTANT MOORE: 


Ladies and gentlemen, please be seated. 


CAPTAIN CAGGIANO: 


To respond to the toast to Her Majesty the Queen, I would ask the HON John 
Owen, her Majesty’s Consul in Boston, to respond. 
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HON. JOHN OWEN: 


Thank you, Captain Commanding. This is an important day, certainly for me 
and certainly for the people of Great Britain. Last November I stood at the 
quayside by the Mayflower to watch the dedication and the raising of a 90-foot 
Union Jack. Alongside it flew a 90-foot Stars and Stripes. That to me was 
symbolic of the relationship between our two countries. That 90-foot Union 
Jack flew yesterday in Portsmouth, England, at the D-Day service which was 
attended by Her Majesty Queen Elizabeth and your president, President 
William Jefferson Clinton. (Applause) It is a reminder on a day which was the 
deciding battle for the future of Europe. The success of that day, when 
American soldiers and British soldiers fought side by side, turned the course 
of history and was the most successful in terms of Europe and in terms of 
history. We thank you for it. And I should add that, as a gesture of our thanks 
and our thanks in terms of what General Marshall did in the Marshall Plan, 
which revived Europe — Europe would still be on its knees if it weren’t for the 
Marshall Plan — we instituted the Marshall Scholarships program as a gesture 
of gratitude to the people of the United States for what you did for Europe. 
That program has put through, every year, 40 people from the United States to 
do postgraduate work in Britain and has produced the man who — Dolby, for 
example, who produced the Dolby system, was a Marshall scholar. Judge 
Stephen Breyer, recently nominated to the Supreme Court, was a Marshall 
scholar. And yesterday the Prime Minister of Great Britain announced that he 
was inaugurating another program called the Atlantic Fellowships in honor of 4 
D-Day and in honor of the part the United States played in Europe. We thank 
you for it. We will never forget it. Thank you very much. (Applause) 


CAPTAIN CAGGIANO: 

Consular Owen, on behalf of the Company I would like to present you with this 
small token of our appreciation, a memento of the evening.

The next gentleman — this must be a very special day for him, a very poignant 
day, a fellow who landed with the Rangers at Pointe du Hoc, climbed the cliffs 
with the Rangers, one of the few to survive that engagement, Tom Ruggiero. 
(Applause) 


Now, it is an especially pleasant duty for me at this time to call your attention 
to a little boy. The Ancient & Honorable Artillery Co. were privileged to be able 
to be involved with bringing a young boy from Lithuania who is going to have 
lifesaving surgery performed by one of our members, Dr. Martin Dunn. I was 
privileged to meet him at the airport the other day. His mother is here this 
evening with the boy, and through the charity of the Ancients he is decked out 
in proper regalia. He's got an Ancients’ tie on and an Ancients’ blazer. And it is 
my proud duty to introduce Mantas Basevas and his mother, who is seated right 
here at the front table. (Applause) To look at the smile on his face and the smile 
on his mother’s face make it all worthwhile. And we're sure that with the talents 
of Dr. Dunn and with the people at Franciscan Children’s Hospital, Mantas is 
going to have a normal life, and we thank the Ancients who were involved in this 
to make this possible. (Applause) 


Mantas’s mother wants to say a few words. They are going to be in Lithuanian. 
One of our members, Al Baranowski, will be doing the translating. 


MRS. BASEVIENE: (Speaking in Lithuanian) 
HON. AL BARANOWSKI: I'll translate. She is very grateful for what Dr. Dunn 
is going to do, and it is something she will never forget. She is enjoying her 


trip and thinks Boston is one of the finest towns she has ever seen. (Applause) 
(Mrs. Baseviene presents Captain Commanding Caggiano with a gift) 
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DR. DUNN: 


Captain Commanding,, distinguished head table guests, | happen to know that 
the book which Vida is presenting to the Captain Commanding for her is over 
two weeks’ salary. A little more than four weeks ago, I returned from Lithuania 
after having been involved with a surgical team. I approached Captain 
Commanding at that time, Ernie Caggiano, and I said we had a little boy who 
had an extensive facial deformity and needed surgery. When he was born a 
little over three years ago, his mother was told that there was nothing that could 
be done. “Give him up. Put him in an institution.” She traveled throughout the 
former Soviet Union, and when I was in Lithuania, she came to me. | said I 
hoped that and I believed firmly that I could approach my comrades of the 
Ancient & Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts to bring Mantas 
here and that I could convince the Franciscan Children’s Hospital in Brighton to 
do the surgery free of charge. Immediately the body, the members of the 
Ancients, with unanimous approval, said, “Bring him here.” He is your adopted 
child for six weeks. I encourage you to visit him at Franciscan Children’s 
Hospital when he is admitted. And finally, on June 21st, if you can remember 
and if it is in your heart, would you please say a prayer for Mantas, because he 
will undergo 14 hours of extensive, very critical surgery. | am so grateful to all 
of you. (Applause)

I am honored to pay tribute to the officers and soldiers 
of the Army, of the Navy and of the Air Force who, 50 years ago on D-Day, 
which I translate as Democracy Day, saved my continent. Let my next words be 
an homage to the United States Armed Forces, simply because they fight for 
principles. It’s admirable in the history of mankind to find armed forces 
fighting for principles. You did it 50 years ago, and you repeated it again and 
again. I came to Boston in 1990, and I could witness that fact. fighting for 
principles in Kuwait and in Somalia. Finally, but equally sincerely, my last 
words are a gratitude to the Ancient & Honorable Artillery Company of 
Massachusetts for having distinguished my country with the honor of receiving 
you. I was told that you were happy there. It means that you were well received. 
It also means that we in Portugal succeeded in having done a very unusual 
thing, fulfilled a duty with pleasure. (Applause)

Thank you, Captain Caggiano. | might add, it is most appropriate that we honor 
today those members of the Armed Forces of 50 years ago who have given us a 
legacy of freedom that we enjoy. Let us not forget that, and let us remember that 
we must always keep those memories dear in our minds and certainly — I can’t 
emphasize enough —- in the minds of our young children, so that we ensure that 
these sacrifices are never forgotten. Thank you. (Applause) 


CAPTAIN CAGGIANO: 


At this time I would like your absolute attention. If you have perused the 
banquet program that I prepared, you are familiar with the biography of our 
featured speaker. He is a native son of Massachusetts, born in Somerville; a 
Double Eagle BC High & Boston College (applause); and he raised himself 
to the upper echelon of the military, now serving as the J-3 to the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff. It is a distinct honor, a distinct pleasure to introduce to you Lieutenant 
General John J. Sheehan, United States Marine Corps. (Standing ovation) 


LTGEN JOHN J. SHEEHAN: 


Thank you very, very much. It is an extraordinary pleasure to be here, and, 
Ernie, when I’m done with this, Ill lower the podium down. When John 
Campbell first asked or suggested that I come up here to speak to this gathering, 
naturally I contacted some of the other people that had done this before, just to 
get their feeling for what I should talk about. I talked to Gordon Sullivan and a 
few other people, and they all said “Do it. It’s a great group of people. It’s a 
great city. You'll really enjoy doing it.” Because of the nature of my job as the 
Director for Operations for all forces of all services that are deployed 
worldwide, I don’t get a lot of time to sit down and write my own speeches. I 
have a group of people that do those kinds of things for me. And they did that; 
they produced about a 21-page speech. I dutifully put it in my suitcase this 
morning and brought it with me. During the course of the meal, I had to go to 
the men’s room. While I was in there, a couple of people said they had run out 
of toilet paper. And so 1 don’t have a speech. (Laughter) (Applause) But what 
I do have is some thoughts that are kind of what I call reflections of being on 
active duty today. | feel extraordinarily humbled to stand here before a number 
of people who are on this podium tonight who are kind of true warriors of the 
past. And I guess my speech would be a kind of status report as to kind of 
where we are, what we have done, what we have done with the legacy that you 
have created. First off, | would like to say that I think Boston is an extraordinary 
city. I think that whoever in this organization was able to convince 
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Eisenhower to land in Normandy on the 6th of June and obviously planned the 
subsequent celebration so that you could include this in tonight's celebration 
had to be extraordinarily brilliant. So whoever your predecessor was on the 6th 
of June in the 1940s, I would like to compliment him for what he’s done. 


You know, over the last week there has been a whole series of articles in the 
newspapers about the Normandy invasion, and I think that the picture that has 
always stuck in my mind and the picture that says so much about that whole 
event is the picture taken from the back of a landing craft by a combat 
photographer. It shows about six soldiers in the front of the landing craft with 
the ramp just going down. Their rifles are still sling arms, but clearly they're 
300 to 400 meters off the beach. You can see the anti-invasion obstacles, and 
dotted along the beach you can see prone American soldiers who have paid the 
price. Most of the people that write about that event today talk about it as a 
change in time and history and what caused life to become so different. It struck 
me this morning as I was leaving Washington, reading one of the contemporary 
editorial writers, he didn’t have the foggiest idea what the hell he was talking 
about. What he was really trying to say was, that picture captured the integrity, 
the bravery and the tenacity of a generation of Americans. This generation that 
went ashore at Normandy, Anzio, the islands of the Pacific, fought in North 
Africa, was a generation that grew up in the Depression, a generation that very 
frankly had to struggle from the day they were born. This is a generation, when 
they were drafted, two out of every five Americans who were drafted were 
rejected because they were suffering from malnutrition. This is a generation 
that couldn’t trust the central government, because the government couldn't 
meet their requirements. They learned to trust in themselves, they learned what 
the word “responsibility” was, they trusted their family, and they trusted their 
God. And on top of that, they went out and won a world war. They came back 

and all they asked from this nation was to kind of grow old with dignity and 

pride. And a very few shor years after that, this country asked them to go to 
Korea, with antiquated equipment, with a force that had been denuded and 
Practically destroyed because peace was upon us and peace was in our time. 

About two weeks ago I met a rifleman from the 2nd Infantry Division who told 
me that when he was drafted and went to serve with that division, he had four 
weeks of training. He got off the boat, they threw him on the front lines, and 82 
percent of his rifle company was killed the first week he was there. This is a 
place called Korea, where tonight you have just as much probability of going to 
war as you did in June of 1950. This is a war in which 4 million casualties 
occurred, because we kind of lost focus and said it wasn’t an important place. 

Well, since that time, this generation — that’s grown up, your generation, the 
generation that’s represented here at the head table and many of these seats here 
tonight, you are kind of our legacy. And so | will just say to you that what you 
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have done is grown up in a tremendously complex world. I guess if you hang 
around Harvard Square, some political scientist will tell you, that’s the bipolar 
world that we’re living in. | don’t know’ what the hell a bipolar world is. I do 
know this: There is a relationship between or was a relationship between the 
Soviet Union and the U.S. that kind of defined our relationship. We had a 
foreign policy that kind of had three dimensions. It had an economic dimension, 
it had a military dimension, and it had an ideological dimension. The economic 
dimension was something we called the Marshall Plan, where we rebuilt Europe 
and a number of other nations that desperately needed our help. There was 
always a military dimension to our relationship that said, in order to survive 
in a tough world, you have to be equally tough, because there are no good guys 
out there. There are guys that respect strength and they respect dignity and they 
respect integrity. There was also an ideological dimension that was brought to us 
by a guy named John Kennedy, who said ideas are more important, that the 
concept of democracy is something that you can engraft into a country and make 
that country great, except it takes a great deal of difficulty. 


So I would suggest to you that over the last 40 years we have grown up in a 
world where this foreign policy process has been defined with certain kinds of 
rules that say it is okay to go to war, but it can’t be nuclear; you can fight wars 
through surrogates, but you can’t get to a point that it gets out of hand. That’s 
why we fought the wars in the Mideast in °67, a place called Vietnam, and the 
Russians fought in a place called Afghanistan. Well, Russia went away. The 
problem is that the world didn’t go away. The problem is that the world that 
exists today is extraordinarily far more dangerous than it was in 1946. It is 
extraordinarily more dangerous than it was in 1955. As the Director for 
Operations I worry about a lot of different kinds of places. Let me give you a 
couple of for instances. A place called Rwanda. Five and half weeks ago, on a 
weekend in a_ place called Kigali, the capital, we had to evacuate over 300 
Americans who were in harm’s way of being slaughtered because there was a 
civil war going on between the Hutus and the Tutsies. Nine tenths of Americans 
never heard of the place. We flew 350 Marines in C-130s and helicopters into 
a place called Bujumbura, where the American ambassador and his convoy came 
down the road. In addition to those 300 or so Americans, we also brought out 
over 400 other foreign nationals. Two weeks ago I had to go to the UN and 
listen to a bunch of people in the UN talking about how important it was that we 
send five brigades of soldiers into a place called Kigali in Rwanda to establish 
a police process. As | was sitting there, | scratched my head, and I said, “Why 
is it important? Why do I want to lose an American life for a civil war in 
Rwanda?” (Applause) And so there was a big debate. Now, you've got to 
understand, I’m not in the policy process business. I’m a grunt. I’m an infantry- 
man by trade. And so when I go to these meetings, I listen to all these Ph.Ds 
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talk, I do understand what it takes when people have to go into harm’s way and 
get exposed to hostile fire. So, at the end of the argument, what we kind of 
decided to do is, we would continue to fly humanitarian assistance into Rwanda, 
into the places surrounding it, in the countryside’s of Tanzania. because people 
genuinely need food, they genuinely need a place, some kind of plastic for 
shelter, water. So far we’ve flown in probably about 14 to 25 141 equivalents of 
supplies and equipment. There is a real genocide taking place in that country. 
But I think it is time that organizations like the OAU, the Organization for 
African Unity, step up to its responsibilities to establish a police force and meet 
the requirements of the emerging African nations. It’s not the U.S.’s role to 
become the policeman in a place like Africa. (Applause) 


Sure, we have a responsibility for leadership. We have a responsibility to call 
these kinds of events to other people’s minds and say, “Genocide is not 
acceptable. Killing other people wantonly is not the way that civilized nations 
respond.” So you kind of cut them off for aid and do what you can do, but you 
don’t put U.S. forces on the ground. 


Let me take another case in point that all of you are going to have to worry 
about over the next month or two. It’s a place called Bosnia. As we sit here 
tonight, we have about a hundred combat aircraft on duty in an operation called 
Deny Flight, trying to keep the Serbs, the Muslims and the Croats from killing 
each other. They operate in safe havens around Sarajevo, Tuzla, Gorazde and a 
few other places on the map that most people never even heard of. We have 
about 17,000 American servicemen on watch, and there is a peace process under 
way, a long history of peace processes that goes on and on and on. But yet, if 
someone is successful, such as Chuck Redman and his peace process, and they 
agree to a 51 percent solution — 51 percent of the land goes to the Serbs, 49 
percent goes to the Muslims and Croats — then the American people will be 
asked to send combat forces to Bosnia as peace keepers, as an intervention force 
along with the other NATO forces. to keep peace in that region. That is a very, 
very tough decision for a President of the United States to make. He has to go 
before Congress and the American people to convince them why that’s 
important. I would just ask each of you, in your own heart, to think through how 
you would answer that question. Many of you have sons, many of you have 
grandchildren who would be in those organizations that would go to Bosnia. Is 
Bosnia in the U.S.’s national interest? Is it worth the life of a U.S. serviceman? 
Is NATO, as an institution, the institution that would effectively control this 
peace enforcement process, going to be able to conduct operations out of area? 
We fought for so long to create a unified Europe, a Europe that will live in 
peace under some type of military involvement that we call NATO, and if NATO 
is not able to react and respond, then some people say that that will be the end 
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of NATO as we currently know it. There are some very, very tough questions. 
These are tough questions you as American citizens are going to be asked to face 
over the next five or six months, because, I will guarantee you, sometime 
during the course of the summer, the Serbs, the Muslims and the Croats will 
grow so tired of killing cach other unnecessarily that they will ask for some 
type of intervention force. Leadership requires tough decisions of that nature. 
But you need to search in your own heart and soul, because those are your sons, 
those are your daughters that the President is going to have to commit to a place 
called Bosnia. 


The third place | would like to talk about is a place called Haiti. Why is Haiti 
important? Well, it is important because we created the problem in the sense 
that, during the “30s, the United States Marine Corps went down, occupied the 
island for some 20 or 30 years because United Fruit and other organizations 
wanted peace in the Caribbean islands so they could export their crops. Haiti 
was important during World War II because we were afraid of German 
submarines operating in the Caribbean. We kept a naval base down there. Haiti 
was important in 1962 to 1965 because of the Cuban missile crisis, and we 
thought that Communism was expanding in the Caribbean basin, and we were 
afraid of Castro. So now we have a problem. | read in the paper about a lot of 
different bright people who say, “Listen, what you guys in the Pentagon ought 
to do is go and invade Haiti and solve the problem. Raoul Cedras and Michel 
Francois and the rest of the people who have thrown out Jean-Bertrand Aristide 
ought to be done away with very quickly.” Now, I will tell you something very 
simple. We could own Haiti in three days. It ain’t hard. But the question the 
American people have to ask themselves is, how long do you want to stay? It 
is not a place that you're going to go in and get out of. It’s a place that you’re 
going to have to invest a great deal of effort, you're going to have to invest a 
great deal of energy. And so all of the people that didn’t like to go to Vietnam 
and all of a sudden now think that going to Haiti is a great idea, you might want 
to read in between the lines and ask yourselves some very tough questions. So 
I would just suggest to you that the world that you’ve grown up in and grown old 
in, because you fought a great war, you survived the Depression, you sent your 
sons to Vietnam, and you sent your sons to the Gulf, now we’re faced with some 
extraordinarily difficult questions. You have a economy that requires repair. You 
have a shrinking military, and you are the only superpower left on the face of the 
Earth. With that comes tremendous responsibilities. It’s not a simple world. 
It’s not a simple world where you can get political leadership like they gave to 
Eisenhower 40 or 50 years ago that said, “Seize, occupy and defend.” We now 
send people to Somalia and say, “Go reconstruct the peace. Build democracy.” 
Those are very, very hard to do. And so I would suggest to you, with the 
maturity that you have gained over time, the wisdom that you have developed 
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because you have fought wars — not talked about them, but fought them for real 
— that you understand what suffering is all about. You have deferred your 
childhood because of the Depression: you deferred so your kids could get a 
better education; and you deferred a lot because you thought that some day it 
would be better for your kids because you were willing to suffer. I would 
suggest to you that the next five to ten years of this nation are going to be 
extraordinarily difficult. You are going to be faced with some extraordinarily 
difficult choices. You are going to need to shrink your military, because you 
can’t afford to keep it, because you’ve got so much to do in terms of 
reconstructing the infrastructure of this nation in terms of its educational 
worth, in terms of its roads, in terms of its job base. So those tough decisions 
have to be made. It’s called reconstruction. But yet we live in an extraordinarily 
dangerous world. So I would just ask that, as you read the newspaper about 
people who say, “Let’s go invade this place,” “Let’s go do that,” think through 
your mind’s eye of the picture that you saw inthe Washington Post, the Boston 
Globe of the last couple of days. Put yourself in the back of the landing craft 
and look out forward, and you can see five or six silhouettes who are staring at 
a beach that really means there is death and destruction on the other end. Those 
shadowy figures on the beach that are lying there are your sons, your daughters 
and your friends. Because once you make the commitment to commit forces 
somewhere in the world, there is a cost and price to pay. Those aren’t numbers; 
they are people, people that you have known, your sons and your daughters. The 
work that you do here in the Boston area is extraordinarily important. The New 
England area has lost a tremendous amount in terms of its bases and 
infrastructure. So as a result, the average citizen doesn’t get to see soldiers, 
sailors, airmen and marines except their sons and daughters going into the 
service. You are the spokesmen of history. One of the real travesties. [ think, 
that has happened over time is that our real great war heroes are extraordinarily 
silent. You have three Medal of Honor winners here tonight, and they are 
extraordinarily silent about their exploits, because people who really fight, 
people who know what it’s like to be wounded and to lie there and to watch their 
friends zipped up in body bags, don’t talk about it. The people who talk about 
it are the people who have never seen the elephant. So I would just suggest to 
you that one of the things you might want to do as an institution is to reach out 
and touch the subsequent generations of Americans who never understood what 
you did. Take the time to educate them, take the time to educate them that 
getting into a war is easy, but getting out of a war is extraordinarily difficult 
and extraordinarily costly. There are many things that people would like you to 
do, but in my guess, after sitting in Washington now for a year and listening 
to most of these arguments, most of it is not worth the life of a single Marine, 
most of it is not worth the life of a single soldier, most of it is not worth the life 
of a single sailor, most of it is not worth of life ofa single airman, most of it

isnot worth anything. if the American people do not understand what is in it for 
them. Why is it in the U.S. national interest to go to some forsaken place that 
means nothing when you have an infrastructure that is deteriorating, an 
educational system that requires repair, and a nation that is losing its rudder? 
You, very frankly, are the last vestiges of a great generation. Don’t be silent 
about that generation. What you have accomplished you should be 
extraordinarily proud of. Don’t hide it. Speak about it. Talk about it. Cherish 
what you have done. because you are true heroes. God bless you for what you 
have done, and take care of each other. (Standing ovation)

CAPTAIN CAGGIANO: 


Thank you, General. Please be seated. There’s just the brief remainder of the 
program, and | would ask for your continued attention, and I thank you for your 
attention to the speaker. 


When we speak of heroes, if you have ever read the commendation that was 
given when this gentleman was awarded the Congressional Medal of Honor, you 
know what a real hero is. At this time | would like to call upon Sergeant John 
MacGillivary. (Standing ovation) 


SERGEANT JOHN MacGILLIVARY: 


I thank you. | want to thank you fellow Ancients for coming to my memorial in 
the Fenway. Yes, we have three Medal of Honor — not winners, recipients. We 
have George Street, submarine commander, World War II, graduated from 
Annapolis; and we have Tom Hudner from Korea, a Navy flyer. I’m here because 
it’s the 6th of June. [T went in at Omaha Beach, and I think the real heroes of 
any war is when any kid lays down his life at the age of 18, 22. I’ve lived to the 
ripe old age of 77, and I am here to talk about it. The reason why I want to speak 
tonight, I think all across us and France and the South Pacific are pillars of 
freedom. They are the real heroes. That’s why we’re here tonight to talk. I don’t 
glorify war, and anybody who glorifies war, they were never in it. | am only here 
to talk to the men that lost their lives in Anzio, Corregidor, Bataan. They call 
them great battles. They're not great battles. You are only fighting to survive. 
We were fighting to survive to keep freedom, and that’s why we're here talking 
tonight. War. They say there is war and rumors of war, and they say war is hell. 
You have to be in it to know it. Believe me, I never glorified war. I became 
the president of the Medal of Honor Society, one of the first enlisted men that 
ever became president of the Medal of Honor Society. (Applause) I see great 
heroes like Jimmy Doolittle. Pappy Boynton, Joe Foss and Audie Murphy. I am 
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a foreigner. I was born in Canada. But | had the privilege to fight for the 
United States, and I was proud to go into the service from South Boston. I’m 
proud for where I came from in Canada, and I was very proud, if | had to do it 
all over again, I would do the same thing. But there is nothing great about 
wars. I thank you, very much. (Standing ovation) 


CAPTAIN CAGGIANO: 
Please remain standing while the Adjutant delivers the Ninth Regular Toast. 
THE NINTH REGULAR TOAST-ADJUTANT MOORE: 


Ladies and gentlemen, the Ninth Regular Toast of the evening. 

The Crusades enhanced his popularity. Edward III made him patron of the Order 
of the Garter.

CAPTAIN CAGGIANO:

CAPTAIN DAVID DUFFY: 


Colonel Caggiano, General, Consuls General, gentlemen. I’m at something of 
a loss. I’ve been here where people are listening, but now I have to say 
something sensible. Listening to my previous speakers, they are very difficult 
acts to follow. And the General reminds me of remarks of my father, who used 
to say that style was impossible to describe but instantly recognizable, My 
great grandfather fought in the Boer Wars. My grandfather fought in the First 
World War. My father fought in the Second World War. He was flying close air 
support 50 years ago today. 1 myself have only been under active fire once, 
That was in 1956. Never repeated, I’m happy to say. And I agree with all my 
preceding speakers’ views on these things. Not a good thing, not a thing to be 
encouraged. The profession of arms is a noble one, but much better not 
exercised, I think. Incidentally, Croatia and the other African countries have 
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been at each other’s throats for some 600 years. I don’t quite see that motions 
by any United Nations is going to do much about it. Croatia apparently is 
responsible for giving us the necktie, which I find extraordinary. We have a 
great tradition, the Honorable Artillery Company and the Ancient & Honorable 
Artillery Company of Boston, an entente that has endured for many years. And 
I think on this particular day we should reflect that many members of both 
our regiments were in France. and it is very appropriate that we’re here 
tonight and that we still have this entente, that we're still together, that we still 
have the same beliefs and we honor the same causes. This regiment or the 
Company is visiting the Honorable Artillery Company en masse in the next 
couple of years, and the HAC are coming over here again. These things always 
are extremely welcomed and much enjoyed by all concerned. In closing, for 
various reasons, | hadn‘t had the opportunity to visit Ireland for some years. I 
rectified that last summer. I stayed with friends at a castle near Cork, and I 
discovered that very little had changed. I went with my managing director, who 
is American, and he was in search of a New York paper. We went to a local news 
agent, and we asked if he had the Herald Tribune. And the news agent said, 
“Would you be wanting yesterday's or today’s, sir?” “I would like today’s.” 
“Well, in that case, sir, you will have to come back tomorrow.” Thank you very 
much. (Applause)

It seems like only yesterday I took command of this great Company, and noy 

the gorget is passed on.

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Lieutenant General John J. Sheehan is the Director for Operations, J-3, 
Joint Staff, Washington, D.C. 


General Sheehan was born in Somerville, MA on 23 August 1940 and 
graduated with a B.A. Degree in English from Boston College in June 
1962. After graduation he was commissioned a Second Lieutenant in the 
Marine Corps. He also holds a M.S. Degree from Georgetown University. 
After completing instruction at the Basic School, Quantico, VA, in 
January 1963, he served as Executive Officer of the Marine Detachment 
on board the U.S.S. Champlain. While in this assignment, he was 
promoted to first lieutenant in December 1963. In July 1964, transferred 
overseas for duty as a Company Commander with the 3rd Anti Tank 
Battalion, 3rd Marine Division. Returning to the U.S.S. in September 
1965, he reported to the Marine Barracks, 8th & I Sts., S.E., Washington, 
D.C., where he served as Company Commander until May 1968. While in 
this assignment, he was promoted to captain in January 1966. Reporting 
back overseas, he was assigned as the Senior Advisor to the 2nd 
Battalion, Vietnamese Marine Corps. 


From August 1969 until June 1970, General Sheehan was a student at the 
Amphibious Warfare School at Quantico. After completion, served a year 
and a half at Fort Bragg with the U.S. Army. He then joined the 2nd 
Marine Division, Camp Lejeune, N.C. where he served as an Infantry 
Company Commander, and an Infantry Battalion & Regimental 
operations officer. He was promoted to Major in February 1972. Fro 
August 1974 to June 1975, he was a student at the Naval Command & 
Staff College, Newport, R.I.. After graduation, he reported to 
Headquarters Marine Corps for a three year tour as the ground Majors 
Monitor. Promoted to lieutenant colonel in September 1978, General 
Sheehan was reassigned to the Ist Marine Aircraft Wing on Okinawa, 
where he served as the Wing G-4 (Logistics) Operations Officer. 


Returning to the U.S. in August 1979, he was a student at the National 
War College, Washington D.C.. After graduation in June 1980, he 
reported to the Ist Marine Brigade, where he served initially as the Asst. 
Chief of Staff G-1, the Commanding Officer, Battalion Lanind Team 3.3, 
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and the Executive Officer of the 37th Marine Expeditionary Unit, 
respectively. He was promoted to Colonel in July 1983. In July 1983 
General Sheehan returned to Washington, D.C., to serve as the Military 
Assistant to the Deputy Secretary of Defense. 


Ordered back to Camp Lejeune, he served as the Assistant Chief of Staff, 
G-1, 2nd Marine Division from August 1986 to November 1986. He was 
assigned duty as the Commanding Officer of the 8th Marines in 
November 1986. While serving in this capacity, he was promoted to 
brigadier general in October 1988. General Sheehan served from Jan. 
1991 to Mar. 1991 aboard the USS Blue Ridge as Commander Sth 
Marine Central (Forward) during Operation Desert Storm. From Aug. 
1991 until Apr. 1993 he served as Director, Plans & Policy Directorate, 
U.S. Atlantic Command. He assumed his current assignment on 3 May 
1993 & while serving in this capacity he was promoted to his present 
grade.

The tablet (bronze plaque) on each riser running from bottom to top indicates 
the order in which the states ratified the Constitution. 


On Monday, 17 May 1937, the dedication of these plaques took place and was 
officially designated as “The Stairway of the Constitution.” 


In May of 1968, Captain Ralph De Stefano arranged for and had installed the 
flag of the respective State in place on each step. In 1992 the flags were replaced at the 
time of the restoration and renewal of the Museum/Armory.
